The Young Philadelphian Will 
Suooeed J, Donald Cameron. 
HAnmsnuuG, Jan. 6. *-Tho factional Re« 
publican contest for tho succession to tho 
scat in the United States senate occupied 
by J. Donald Oamoron, which has kept 
tho people of tho state in a fevor heat for 
many weeks, was finally settled last night 
in tho joint party caucus of tho Republi­ 
can members of the legislature who chose 
Stato Senator Boies Penroso, of Philadel­ 
phia, as the man upon whom the honor 
shall be bestowed. Of tho 215 Republi­ 
cans in the legislature 211 wore present 
‘ and voting. Of those votes Penrose re­ 
ceived 183; ex-Postmastcr Goneaal John 
Wanamaker, 75; Seuator Cameron, 1; 
Congressman John B. Robinson, 1; Su­ 
perior Court Judge Charlos E. Rice, of 
Wilkesbarro, 1. The legislaturo will rat- 
«ifyMr. Ponroso's selection on Jan. 19. 


Senator John C. Grady, who afterwards 
cast the single vote received by Mr. Cam­ 
eron, was the caucus chairman. Ho held 
the crowd in admirable check, and was 
quick to hammer any attempt to inter­ 
rupt tho proceedings. Tho Wanamaker 
men conceded their defeat early in tho 
day, and tho meeting was therefore robbed 
of much of its interest to followers of the 
former postmaster general. But the Pen­ 
rose shouters wore out in great force, and 
it was difficult for them to repress the joy 
they felt. The fiual announcement of 
Penrose’s victory was greeted with a tre­ 
mendous shopt. 


Boios Penroso is one of tho youngest 
men ever choson to represent Pennsyl­ 
vania in tho United States senate. 
He 
will bo 87 years old in November. He has 
been a mcm her of tho Pennsylvania sen­ 
ate since lfc^S, his ability as an orator and 
parliamentarian having made him a 
loader of that body. Two years ago Mr. 
Penroso was Mr. Quay’s choice for mayor 
of Philadelphia. David Martin opposed 
him, and succeeded in dofeating the young 
senator in his contest for tho nomination. 
This fight resulted in the rupture be­ 
tween Messrs. Martin and Quay, and the 
factional fight has since continued with 
k* crewing bitterness. Mr. Penrose grad­ 
uated from Harvard with distinguished 
honors. He read law with the late Wayne 
MacVeagh, and has beon a lawyer in Phil­ 
adelphia since 1883. 


While the caucus was deciding th© sona- 
torship Senator Quay remained at the 
Penrose headquarters in a hotel near th© 
capitol, awaiting the nows of victory, and 
Mr. Wanamaker, surrounded by a largo 
gathering of Philadelphia business men, 
at a rival hotel calmly waited for th© an­ 
nouncement of his defeat. 


Even while the death knell of his sena­ 
torial aspirations was being sounded Mr. 
Wanamaker was planning to continue the 
light against Senator Quay in the state. 
At a big mass meeting of hig supporter» 
# Mr. Wanamaker made a speech, in which 
"be declared his intention of carrying the 
light against Senator Quay into every 
county, and to contest with him tho right 
to name tho party candidate« for state 
treasuror and auditor general. Senator 
Quay’s term expires in March, 1899, and, 
accurding to Mr. Wanamaker*s friends, 
tho business men will continue their or­ 
ganization with the object of defeating 
Mr. Quay should he be a candidate for re- 
election. 


The opening of the legislature yesterday 
was of minor importance, all interest cen­ 
tering in the senatorial contost. Lieuten­ 
ant Governor Lyon called tho senate to 
order, and Senator McCarrell was chosen 
president pro tem, 
Tho retiring chief 
clerk, A. D. Fetterolf, called tho house to 
order, and H. K. Boyer, of Philadelphia, 
was chosen speaker, receiving 109 votes, 
against 33 votes for M. J. Lennan, the 
Democratic nominee, 
Jero B. Rex, of 
Huntingdon, was elected chief clerk, and 
A. D. Fetterolf, of Montgomery, resident 
clerk, Both houses hold two sessions, and 
after tho regular order of business ad­ 
journed until today. 


President McKinley1« Cabinet* 


C levkland, O., Jan. 6.—President-elect 
McKinley and Marcus A. Hanna have at 
last got down to tho serious work of con­ 
structing a cabinet for the new adminis­ 
tration. There soeins to bo no possible 
doubt but that Cornelius N. Bliss, of 
Now York, has boon offered and accepted 
tho secretaryship of the United States 
navy under he now administration. This 
is the first definite stop to weirds the erec­ 
tion of the cabinet, which will be fol­ 
lowed by a definite understanding with 
Senator Allison, whom Major McKinley 
will meet in Canton this afternoon. With 
tho appointment of Mr. Bliss goes the as­ 
surance that Mr. Whitelaw Reid, of New 
York will bo the next minister to the 
court of Stfc James.

D oveu, Del., Jan. 0.—Tho Delaware leg­ 
islature was organized yesterday amid 
confusion and turmoil. Tho soven Kent 
county Republicans, against whose con­ 
test for seats tho court of errors and ap­ 
peals on Monday decided, wero deniod 
rooognition. and after a fruitless protest; 
tho Republicans left tho hall and organ­ 
ized a “rump*’ house at the Hotol Rich­ 
ardson.

Moore speaker and Charlos Hastings 
clerk. After notifying tho senate that 
they were l'eady to receive any oommuni- 
1 cation from that body, and receiving no 
reply, the body adjourned to moot noxt 
Friday afternoon. The regular house 
elected E. B. Riggin speaker. 


Tho Kent countians wero led by Dr. 
George W. Marshall, chairman of tho Re­ 
publican county committee. Whon they 
appealed to the Republican senators to re­ 
tire from the hall and organize another 
body Senators Poarco and John M. C. 
Mooro refused to do so, although it is 
oharged that they had agroed to do so in 
case Senator J. Frank Alloo, of Kent, was 
not recognizod. 


Th# senate was also organized by the 
Democrats, Samuel R. Meredith, whoso 
seat was in dispute, being permitted to 
vote, while Alice was not. This made the 
vote 6 to 4 in favor of the Domocrats. Af­ 
ter participating in tho vote for temporary 
chairman tho Republicans refused to vote, 
except in tho caso of the chaplain, when 
John M. C. Mooro voted for Rev. T. P. 
Revelle, who was elected. 


After adjournment the Republican sen­ 
ators hold a conference in the State House 
parlor, during which Senators Hanby and 
Alice accused Senator George Fisher 
Pearce of treachery, and of playing into 
tho hands of the Democrats.

fied with the welfare of the city of Phila­ 
delphia. Prior to connecting himself with 
the Modico-Chirurgioal college ho had suc­ 
ceeded his father as professor in Jefferson 
college, of which he was a graduate.

old. 


Cashier of a Baltimore Institution 
Diwns Himself. 


B altimore, Jan. 5.—Richard Cornelius, 
cashier, and for forty-two years connected 
with tho National Farmers aud Planters’ 
bank, of which Enoch Pratt was prosident 
up to tho time of his death, was discovered 
to bo short in his accounts t.o the amount 
of about$tf0,()00 yesterday. About 10o’clock 
yesterday morning Mr. Cornelius was no­ 
tified of this di>»' overy and left the bank. 
At 1:15 in thoaftornoon his dead body was 
found in tho duck pond at Druid Hill 
park. He had committed suicide by drown­ 
ing. 


When Mr. Cornelius arrived at the bank 
yesterday ho was summoned before tho 
board of directors to oxplain the irregu­ 
larities that had been discoverod in his ac­ 
counts, and which wore thou uuder con­ 
sideration by the board. 
Mr. Cornelius, 
it is understood, claimed that ho could 
make a satisfactory statement, and ho was 
allowed to go into another part of tho 
bank to got a certain paper. He did not 
return, and after the lapse of some time 
tho directors ascertained that he had left 
the building. 
A search resulted in tho 
finding of his dond body. 


Mr. Cornelius was one of the oldest and 
best known bank cashiors in Baltimore, 
and his acquaintance among bankers ex­ 
tended throughout the country. During 
the life of the late Enoch Pratt he was one 
of that gentleman’s most intimate friends 
and probably knew more about Mr. 
P ratt’s private interests than any other 
man in Baltimore. For many years Mr. 
Cornelius had been one of the most prom­ 
inent Methodists in the city. At his death 
he was a looal preacher of tho Baltimore 
conference, president of tho City Mis­ 
sionary and Church Extension society, 
president of the Emory Gro re association, 
one of the trustees of the Baltimore an­ 
nual conference and a member of the of­ 
ficial board of Madison Avonuo church. 


He began his career with tho National 
Farmers and Planters’ bank forty-two 
years ago as messenger boy and worked 
his way up to the position of cashier. Un­ 
til Saturday there had never been oven a 
suspicion against his integrity. Ho was 
never known to speculate and lived very 
frugally. 


In addition to other positions of trust in 
church matters Mr. Cornelius was treas­ 
urer of tho Methodist Preachers’ Aid so­ 
ciety, the assets of which wero about $125,- 
000. When last examined by the society’s 
committee, Jan. 3, 189(5, all was found

.E co n o m ic V a lu e o f B ird s . 


The economic value of birds is untold. 
This fact might be placed beyond dis­ 
pute if it were possible to prepare two 
tables—one showing how many wire 
worms it would take to destroy a mile 
of turnips, how many grubs to ravage 
tho wheat harvests of a dozen farms, 
how many Insect's to strip the leafy 
blades of a forest bare, how many to 
spoil the fruits of wide orchards, and 
the other recording the fact that those 
very numbers of Insects are eaten by 
a few humble birds in the course of 
the year. That the result would be con­ 
clusive evidence of the bird3* value 
may be‘safely foretold by a glance at 
a few facts which have already been 
brought to bear upon the question. 


In the spring, when there are clamor­ 
ous young birds in the nest, the house 
sparrow returns every three or four 
minutes, each time bearing spoils in the 
shape of insect food. Calculated at its 
lowest possible value—that is, allowing 
only one insect to each journey—this 
thankless task represents tens of thou­ 
sands of captured insects as the work 
of one pair of birds in one month. Swift 
fliers like the swallow that hawk for 
food in the air may rank higher. They 
slay hundreds of thousands.

A NEW WAX TO SERVE PARSNIPS. 


Parsnips served in an entirely now 
way in tho shape of an English walnut 
with a nut in the middle. 
Tho pars­ 
nips are first boiled and mashed line; 
to each pint there is added ateaspoon- 
ful of salt, two tablespoonfuls of melt­ 
ed butter, a dash of pepper and two 
tablespoonfuls of milk* Mix well over 
tho fire and when smoking hot add a 
thoroughly beaten and very fresh egg. 
Spread tho mixture on a dish to oool. 
Then take tho nut of an English wai- 
nut and roll around it the parsnip 
pulp until you have a good sized nut. 
Roll in egg and cracker dust and fry a 
light brown in deep fat that is smok­ 
ing.

TRETZEIiS. 


Two quarts of flour, one tablespoon- 
ful of butter, one tablespoonful of 
salt, one yeast) cake, two tablespoon­ 
fuls of sugar, two and a quarter cups 
of milk. 
Dissolvo tho yeast in one- 
half cup of lukewarm milk; aid one 
tablespoonful of tho sugar, and mix 
with one cup of tho Hour to a soft 
dough. 
Put in a bowl, cover and let 
stand till very light. 
Mix tho re­ 
mainder of the flour with the salt and 
sugar, put tho light dough in tho 
centre, and mix the remainder of tho 
milk, workiug in at the same timo the 
butter. 
Knead until very smooth, 
put in a warm bowl and set awny un­ 
til light. 
Divide the 
dough in 
small pieces, roll out in long, slightly 
tapering sticks, twist in pretzel shape 
and lay in battered pans. 
When 
light, brush with tho white of on© egg 
beaten with two tablespoonfuls of milk 
and bake in a quick oven. 


A FAIRY PUDDING. 


Our little dessert calls for but little 
material, else it would not deservo its 
name. 
One tumblerful of jelly, one 
spoonful of cornstarch, two oggs, one 
pint of milk, two spoonfuls of sugar 
and flavoring, are all wo need for thii; 
“ dainty dish, lit to sot heforo tho 
kiug.” 
Any kind of jolly will do, but 
quince seems to give tho most satis­ 
factory results; it has such a rich, de­ 
cided tasto of its own. 
Empty one 
glassful of jelly into a bright little 
saucepan; add one tumblerful of hot 
water, aud stir till dissolved and 
smoothly mixed. 
Have ready one 
heaping spoonful of cornstarch blend­ 
ed in one tumblerful of cold water, 
and when boiling, stir in, and keep 
stirring constantly till all cooks to­ 
gether for threo minutes; then pour 
out into a large earthen bowl. 
When 
thoroughly cold, beat up till very 
light, with an egg beater, and add 
thereto, and beat in tho frothed whites 
of the two eggs. 
All will be perfectly 
smooth and feathery, a delicate color 
and flavor. 
Pour into wet moulds, 
and set in a cold placo till wanted for 
dessert. 
Now take the pint of milk, 
add the two beaten yolks, and two 
spoonfu’s of sugar, with a little salt. 
Bring just to a boil only, and remove 
from tho iire. 
Flavor with half a tea­ 
spoonful of lemon, and tho same of 
vanilla, and you will be aeked prob­ 
ably: 
“ What new flavor is this?” 
This is tho sauce for the fairy pud­ 
ding.— New YorK Observer.

IN REGARD TO CLEARING THK PAVEMENTS 
OF SNOW, IOE, ETC» 


S e c t io n 1.- Bo it ordained by tho Burpress and 
Town Council of tho Borough of McShorrys- 
town aud it is hereby ordained by authority of 
the snmo, That it shall bo the duty of every 
person, incorporate or public institution using 
or in any manner occupying or using any house, 
store, shops, faotory, stable or tenement, and 
of persons having charge of churches and public 
buiMings ot every description within tho limiih 
oi this Borough, or of owners of unoceupud 
bouses or vacant lots situate on any streets hav­ 
ing pavements or footwalks, to remove or cause 
to u© removed from tho foot pavements in front 
of their respective promises any snow, hail, sleet 
or ice within five working hours aftor tho same 
may have ceased to fall or bo formed thereon 
unless the same bo so congealed that it cannot 
bo removed without injury to tho pavement; 
and also open and clear the gutters in front of 
their respective properties of snow, ieo or slush 
at tho same time; Provided, That if the five 
hours heroin allowed shall not have expired at 
six o'clock, P. M„ it shall bo tho duty of tho 
persons aforesaid to remove tho snow, hail, ico 
orsleotas aforesaid boforo ton o'clock tho noxt 
day. And upon failure of any ono to comply 
with tho provisions of this ordinance ho or she 
shall bo liable to a fine of Three Dollars and the 
costs of removing tho same, to be collected as all 
liko sums aro now by law recoverable. 


S e c t io n 2.—A11 Ordinances or parts of Ordin­ 
ances inconsistent herewith aro hereby repealed.

In the morning Mrs. Duttera left home 
to go across the road to see a neighbor 
and for some reason locked her tlireo 
small children and a pet dog in the house. 
When she returned several hours later 
she discovered smoke issuing from the 
house» and entering through the’door she 
fell through the floor which was badly 
burned. She landed in the cellar. Quick­ 
ly crossing to the steps, she ascended to 
the first floor, where she found her three 
little ones, with their dog—dead! 


The peculiar circumstances surround­ 
ing the case, however, aroused suspicion 
in^the minds of the neighbors and Coro­ 
ner Miller of Abbottstowrn, was notified. 
The funeral was to have taken place on 
Friday, but it was postponed and an in­ 
quest ordered to be held on Saturday at 
1 o’clock. 


A jury comprising E. G 
Cook and J. 
E. d. Miller and Martin Heltzel, of New 
Oxford; E. P. Miller, of Abbottstown, 
and John Sneeringcr and Charles Hem­ 
ler, of Mountpleasant, were empanelled 
to hold tho inquest. 
Besides the jury 
and the Coroner at the inquest were Dr. 
J. J. Snyder of this place, and Chas. F. 
Shafer, of Hanover. 


The jury viewed the remains of tho 
little ones as they lay side by side in a 
large square box, which was covered 
with plain black cloth, lying in the same 
position as they met their death. The 
witnesses who gave testimony at that 
time were J. Frank Miller, Amos Spon- 
seller, Frank II. Wagerman, Charles Bu­ 
cher, Moses C Topper, John Smith, Jno. 
Patterson, George Duttera and Amelia 
Duttera, all of Mountpleasant township. 
All the foregoing witness* testimony was 
that the parents wTere very negligent in 
leaving tlieir children at home unattend­ 
ed. 


The mother’s testimony was that she 
left the house about 
11 o’clock and 
did not return until about 12.45 o’­ 
clock. 
When she left she put the chil­ 
dren asleep and laid them upon a chair 
bed on the floor. She stated that she of 
ten left them alone when she went away. 
Upon this day she went first to the house 
of a neighbor, Mr. Slusser, thence to 
Square Corner. 
When she was return­ 
ing she noticed smoke coming out of the 
house. 
She hastened her speed and 
broke open the door. When she stepped 
in she broke through the floor, landing 
in the cellar. 
She quickly ran up the 
cellar steps and into the room where the 
children lay. 
She then seized them and 
carried them out of the house. 
She said 
that the floor did not catch ablaze until 
she opened the door; that after carrying 
the bodies out, she then poured a bucket 
of water upon the fire. 
The only cause 
of the origin of the fire she could state 
was that a spark fell from the stove upon 
the floor and caused a smothering fire. 


Sunday morning, at 10 o’clock, Dr. J. 


J. Snyder, of this place, performed an 
autopsy upon the bodies, from which it 
was developed that all the organs, except 
the lungs which were greatly congested, 
were in a normal state, and that the hand 
of one of the* children and ;the foot 
of another were slighly burned, which 
may have come from lying near where 
the fire was. 
In the stomach he found 
digested food which was apparently mix­ 
ed with corn meal. 
Sunday evening, 
the jury in a body, drove to the residence 
of the parents, where the following wit­ 
nesses wrere examined:—Mrs. Susan Gal­ 
lagher, William Snyder, John Snyder 
and J. II. Sneeringcr. 
The testimony of 
the above witnesses, except Mr. Sneer- 
inger’s, was that the parents were very 
negligent. 


Mr. Snecringer’s testimony was that he 
was notified about G o’clock about the 
affair. He wrent there as the rest did; 
they not knowing what to do. Upon ar­ 
riving there he immediately looked if 
there were any marks of violence and 
discovered that there wTas a mark on the 
boy’s leg and on the head, 
lie then 
pressed at the neck of one of the girls 
and immediately blood issued from the 
nostrils. 
Mrs. Duttera then said: 
“If 
you believe I killed them, examine them.” 
Mr. Sneeringcr further stated that he im­ 
mediately W’ent to Dr. Noel and asked 
for a certificate of death, but was refused 
because the latter did not think it neces­ 
sary, they having died of suffocation. 
He then went to Gettysburg and notified 
the District .Attorney, who^with him, 
stated the facts to Judge Swope. Mr. 
Sneeringcr testified that the parents were 
the most unconcerned persons about the 
affair and that Mrs. Duttera did not show 
the effect of her loss as a mothei should. 
When he spoke to Mr. Duttera he hung 
his head while at times he would look up 
and laugh, lie though the affair looked 
suspicious. 


The Jury, having completed the taking 
of testimony, adjourned to the home of 
John Sneeringcr, near by, to sum up the 
evidence and frame a verdict. 


At Mr. Sneeringer’s home the evidence 
was all carefully reviewed and finally 
they came to the conclusion that tbe ver­ 
dict shall be “that the death of the three 
children, Mary Emma, Alice Catharine 
and Norman Clare was caused by suffo­ 
cation on the 31st day of December, IbUtf, 
through the neglect of the parents by 
their wilfully leaving the children alone 
in the house, for several hours at a tiniu 
upon this, like frequent, occasions, and 
in the room where the children lay lock­ 
ed, fire broke out by some causes un­ 
known to the jury.” 


The bodies of the children were buj*ied 
on Sunday evening at 4 o'cleck, in the 
German lleformed cemetery at Abbotts- 
tow?n, Rev. Daniel Eberiy officiating.

Frozen Mutton. 


The reason why Argentine mutton 
generally is of inferior price to that of 
New Zealand has a three-fold explana­ 
tion. 
In the lirst place, New Zealand 
possesses to-day a mutton-producing 
breed superior to that grown in the 
Plate. 
In the second, the New Zea­ 
lander feeds his stock dunug the win­ 
ter timo with extra forage, while in 
the Argentine the sheep are allowed to 
graze upon the same bare pampa dur­ 
ing the dead season. 
The result of 
this is that the New Zealander pro­ 
duces an even, well-grown carcass, 
while there is sent home from the Plate 
ono upon which a hasty covering of 
fat has been put during the spring 
months of 
the year. 
The differ­ 
ence 
between 
the 
two 
carcasses 
will readily be noted by anyone who 
pays a visit to the cattle market. 
Thirdly, the freezer in New Zealand 
freezes the mutton on account of the 
breeder; and in the Argentine the 
freezer buys from the breeder. 
The 
disadvantage of the latter system, so 
long as the breeder has no knowledge 
of the requirements of the market, is 
apparent. 
The New Zealand breeder 
selects his wethers with care, rejecting 
any which will give an inferior weight, 
or which are insufficiently fattened for 
the butcher, 
He remits them in small 
droves to the freezing establishments, 
and takes every care that they shall 
arrive in perfect order. 
The Argen­ 
tine breeder, on the other hand, makes 
a contract with the representative of 
the freezer to sell a given number; 
and the latter binds himself to remove 
them within a certain date. - -New York 
Ledger.

Obtained From Rattlesnakes of the 
Arizona Desert Wliou Tholr Poi­ 
son is Most Powerful—Poisou Tests 


T — N ATTLESNAKES are the chief 


I—^ 
element in the arrow-tip poi- 
\ 
sous of the Apache and Piute 
(T m Indians. 
To see the sava^o 
prepare tho poisons and try their ef­ 
ficiency on himself is enough to dis­ 
tress even a frontiersman's dreams. 
Tho bloate.d rattlesnake of the hot al­ 
kali desert of Arizona or the Pan* 
handle of Texas makes the most pow­ 
erful poison. 
There is no more hide­ 
ous and deadly serpent in America than 
tho bloater rattler, 


The rattlesnake of the Arizona 
desert grows to a length of sir feet, 
and attains a girth of five inches at 
the thickest part. 
They have tremen­ 
dous sets of rattles. 
1 saw one once 
that was over five feet long and had 
twenty^three rattles in ic, and I hoard 
of a emake being killed that had a 
string of twenty-seven rattles. 
The 
head of the desert rattler is an enor­ 
mous triangular thing, often five inches 
long fjjoin the thin neck to the blunt 
nose* and three inches wide, measur­ 
ing at the l)ase of the jawbone. 
This 
snake has fangs an inch long, and is 
frequently fitted with two «ets. 
The 
poison sacs at the base of these fangs 
Are as big as a hazelnut. Tho snake is 
a bright yellow in color. 


The desert rattlesnake is a dreadful 
enough customer any day in tho year, 
but during August takes on the ful­ 
ness of its frightfulness, both in ap­ 
pearance and in conduct. 
About the 
middle of August when the weather is 
insufferably hot, this snake becomes 
floated from some cause until it is a 
third larger than its normal size. 
Its 
appearance is as if the snake had been 
blown up like a bladder or charged 
with gas like a balloon. 
This rattler 
is always sluggish and slow in its 
movements, and, like all of its kind, 
usually makes an ellort to get out of 
the way of intruders, but in August it 
simply lies still in bloated repulsive- 
ness and will not move for anything, 
being ready at all times to strike at 
everything that comes near it. 
At 
that time of year it is simply a swol­ 
len reservoir of venom, and its bite 
wiU then send even an Apache Indian 
to the happy hunting grounds, and 
quickly at that. 


A Piute Indian who wants to lay in 
a stock of poison for his arrows kills 
at this timo of year euough of those 
rattlesnakes for his purpose. 
He cuts 
off their heads and takes them to his 
lodge. wile places in one ol tho rude 
earthen vessels that are among tho 
Piute household effects, ten or a dozen 
of these snake heads. 
To them ho 
adds perhaps a pint of tarantula kill­ 
ers, as the big hairy Texan or Mexi­ 
can spider is called; or, rather, he 
puts the abdomen of tho spider in 
with the snake heads. This apider has 
a sting that injects a poison powerful 
enough to kill almost instantly a ta­ 
rantula, which is itself about as poison­ 
ous a member of tho animal kingdom 
as one would care to meet. 
The poi­ 
son sac of the tarantula killer is in the 
lower abdomen of the insect, and it is 
this that the Piute brave mixes 
with his rattlesnake heads. 
He then 
pours in a pint of water, seals the lid 
of the vessel on with moist clay, and 
places the vessel in a pit, where he 
has made a bed of red hot coals. 
He 
buries the vessel in these coals, and, 
besides that, builds a blazing fire on 
top of it. 
This lire is kept burning 
fiercely for several hours, when it is 
swept away, and the Indian digs his 
vessel out of the coals. 
With a long 
pole he knocks tho lid oil, aud does 
not venture near the pot until the 
steam that arises from ib has ontirely 
ceased to appear. 


The Piutes say that to inhale tho 
smallest quantity of that «team would 
bp instant death. 
Whether that is 
true or not I am not able to say, as I 
never saw it put to the teat. 
Alter 
the fiery ordeal to which tho snake 
heads arp put, a brownish residum is 
found at the bottom of tho kettle. 
That is certainly tho double quines- 
sence of poison, if its action on human 
blood, or, at least, Indian blood, is 
any indication. 
Tho Piute always 
tests this poison before trusting his 
arrows to it. 
lie cuts a gash in tho 
fleshy part of his leg and draws tho 
biood, which ho allow3to trickle down 
his leg. 
When tho red stream has run 
down six or seven inches he dips a 
stick into the poison and touches it to 
the lower end of the bloody streak. 
If the poison is all right it actually 
burns tho blood almost like hot iron 
touched to water, and rapidly runs 
up tho trickling stream, 
Tho tndian 
has his knife ready and scrapes the 
poisoned blood off dry. 
If it was per- 
initteu to reach tho wound it would be 
all up with the Piute, 
The arrows are 
dipped iuto tho poison, and the Indian 
feels that whatever such an arrow hits 
had much better not have been born. 


Tho Apache collects his poison in a 
much flimpler way. 
Dreading the 
Btaked Plains rattlesnakes as he does, 
ho nevertheless makes it his business 
to go among them at tho very timo 
they aro most deadly. 
Ho places the 
liver or heart of a deer, freshly torn 
from a victim sometimes not yet dead, 
in front of a snake, within easy strik­ 
ing distance. 
Tho snake protest« 


against the presence of the object and 
quickly sinks its fangs into it again. 
In a few seconds the heart or liver will 
take on a purplish black hue, so quick­ 
ly does this poisou affect it. 
When 
tho Indian thinks tho receptacle has 
drawn all the venom from the snake’s 
head it is removed and hung up in the 
sun. 
It in left there uutil it is almost 
ready to drop to jriecos from putrid­ 
ity. 
If the Apache feels like testing 
its deadly qualities he runs i\ stick 
into tho poisoned heart, calls his 
squaw, and makes her gash her leg or 
arm as tho Piute does his leg. 
A h the 
blood runs from the wound the poi­ 
soned stick is touched to it. 
If the 
venom is aotive tho blood will coagu­ 
late and turn black and chango to a 
dry powder. 
The squaw has to look 
out for her own safety, and wipe away 
the poison before it reaches tho 
wound, for the brave walks away to 
steep his arrows in the poisnnod 
heart as he sees the venom’s action on 
his squaw’s blood. After he has jabbed 
his arrow heads into the putrid aud 
poison charged heart or liver they are 
ready for use.—New York Sun. 


ITIiy the Truck Horses Are so Big. 
Nobility may die and the world may 
expand, according to Nansen’s idea of 
things frigid; but one thing is sure 
never to happen. 
Nobody has ever 
seen a thin horse on a brewer’s wagon. 
The chances aro that this sorb of* 
equine will never come under the ob­ 
servation of man so long as brewers’ 
horses are fed on brewers’ grain. Who 
invi nob seen a brewer’s horse and 
wondered at its rotundity! Like the 
hta>lions of a famous soap firm, the 
horses of a brewer’s cart are so round­ 
ed out in strength and fine physique 
that they remind one of a dozen old 
time prizefighters rolled into one. 


Brewers’ grain is nob salable. 
Sev­ 
enty per cent, of it consists of water, 
and, for that reason alone, cannot be 
utilized for transportation, at any 
great distance, except at a big expeuse 
and sacrifice of weight. 
Sweet milk 
does not sour any quicker than brew­ 
ers' grain. 
That fact is another draw­ 
back against its long transportation 
bv rail or otherwise. 
It is true that 
farmers use it frequently to feed cattle 
all through the winter in many cases, 
bub it has always been a question 
whether ib was advantageous to do so. 
The brewers themselves supply their 
horses with the grain as soon after ib 
comes steaming from the brewery as 
it is possible to do so. In tho vicinity 
of the metropolis there are about GJlfO 
horses used in brewers’ work, supply­ 
ing beer to this city, Brooklyn aud 
close points in Jersey. 
Horses are as 
necessary to tbe brewery business as a 
magnifier is to a jeweler, 
Tho trucks 
they haul aro cumbersome and the 
cargo is a heavy load, too, which the 
driver sometimes supplies; it is,there­ 
fore, necessary to have stout horses, 
and there ’3 nothing like the residue 
of the brewers’ process for making a 
horse stout. The stuff is 100 per-cent, 
cheaper than oats or hay, yet the de­ 
sired effect io 
frequently entirely 
different.—New York Mail and Ex­ 
press. 


Artistic Silver Certificates. 


The new issue of United States sil­ 
ver certificates, for one, two and five 
dollars respectively, ranks, by virtue 
of beautiful design and effective en­ 
graving, as the most artistic paper 
money ever put in circulation. 
We 
do nob see on these bills tho confusion 
of titles, portraits, vignettes and lathe- 
work scrolls and borders usually found 
on bank notes, but a consistent deco­ 
rative picture embodying a thought 
wrought out in unity of purpose, which 
both pleases tho eye and makes coun­ 
terfeiting more difficult. 
Thus utility 
is served no less than art. 


In other respects the certificates do 
credit to the intelligence and Ameri­ 
can sjjirit of the officials who havo 
taken part in their preparation, 
For 
instance, due honor has been done, for 
the first time in this way, to American 
invontion aud American literature, by 
tho excellent engraved portraits of 
Fulton and. Morse which decorate the 
back of the two dollar certificate, and 
by the names of great writers and in­ 
ventors which appear among those of 
warriors and statesmen on the face of 
the ones. 


Thus tho vital importance of the 
industrial ana social sides of the Na­ 
tion’s life are avowed on it* currency 
as never before; thrs, at last, tho 
stamp on money signifies not Ciesar 
only, nob authority aud force only, 
but the people themselves. 
It is well 
that ourjcountry has led the world in 
this matter, as is evinced by the praise 
with which tho now certificates liavo 
been greeted by the artists of Europe. 
—Youth’s Companion,

ROADS IN AGRICULTURAL REGIONS. 


Some man has figured out that on 
a sandy road a horse can drag twice as 
great a load as ho can carry on his back. 
On a fair dirt road he can drag threo 
and a half times as much. 
On a ma­ 
cadamized road he can pull nine times 
as much, on a plank road tweuly-five 
times as much, and on metal rails fiity- 
four times as much. 
But there aro 
other 
things connected with fine 
roads, and that is the educational in­ 
fluence it has on the community. 
If 
good roads are made it will have a 
tendency to draw in settlors and to de­ 
crease the size of the farms, making 
more land-ownere, and better and 
more intelligent communities. 


By tho sides of good roads better 
looking farm houses are erected. 
The 
community takes a pride in having the 
houses and grounds improve with the 
improvements on the roads. 
Once 
start a man to ‘’fixing up,” and he is 
likely to keep at it. 
The same thing 
occurs in our cities and towns. The 
man that lives in an unpainted house 
on a dirty and muddy thoroughfare 
thinks that it does not pay to fix up 
his place when all around is so un­ 
sightly. 
But when the road is rebuilt 
aud tho neighbors begin to set their 
sidewalks aud lawns in order, he sees 
that the time has come for him to re­ 
paint the old house and Jset out some 
shade trees. 
The improvement idea 
is contagious and should be fostered. 
—The Silver Knight. 


FOOD FOR MARE AND COLT. 


“ There is no better. collection of 
foods for both the brood mare and tho 
colt,” says the Country Gentleman, 
“ than roots, oats, wheat bran and 
middlings, linseed meal, skim milk, 
though other materials, ^such as bar­ 
ley, corn to a limited' extent, malt 
sprouts and other by-products may bo 
used. 
A grain mixture consisting of 
lour parts of grouud oats, four parts 
wheat bran or middlings (not the fin- 
OBt], and one part linseed meal, will 
do all that any linseed mixture will in 
promoting the kind of growth that is 
desired. 


“ In the case of the mares, tho quan­ 
tity of grain ration that should be fed 
depends so much upon conditions— 
such as size, the quantity of work, 
whether in gestation or suckling the 
foal—that we are sure it will be more 
sensible lor a practical feeder to gov­ 
ern the ration by his personal observa­ 
tion than by any arbitrary rule which 
he might venture to suggest. 


“Skim milk would be a food par ex­ 
cellence for the colts, even for those 
three years old, and if a supply of this 
can be had at twenty cents or less per 
100 pounds, no more economical food 
could be found for parts of the ration. 
If the milk is fed, the linseed meal 
may be left out of tho ration, and the 
bran and oats retained, in tho propor­ 
tion of one pound of the mixture to 
six pounds of tho milk lor the younger 
colts, the proportion of grain increas­ 
ing as the animal grows older. 
The 
skim milk would also be a splendid 
food for the mares while sucking their 
foal. 
In any case, especially if all 
other foods are dry, roots are exceed­ 
ingly desirable as an occasional feed, 
and to the colts may be fed daily with 
excellent results.” 


FEEDING DECAYED FOOD. 


Dr. T. E. White, State Veterinarian 
of Missouri, reports the occurrence of 
fatal disease among milch cows in 
Mississippi County, which he ascribes 
to the feeding of partially decayed 
feed-stuffs. 
Twenty-six cows died in 
the vicinity of Bertrand, Mo., belong­ 
ing to various persona. 
There were no 
preliminary symptoms, and about the 
first intimation given of trouble was 
that the owners would go out in tho 
morning and find a cow dead, swollen 
to enormous proportions, and with tho 
blood oozing from mouth and nose. 
These conditions seem to indicate in* 
testinal trouble, which the history of 
tho cafco corroborated, 
Tho country 
around is a low-lying marshy district, 
and the cattle arc fed largely on peas 
and pea-vines that aro pastured off on 
tho ground where they grow. 
The 
cows have been turned into such 
fields, as was the usual practice, 
but during tho mild winter there 
had been alternations of freezing and 
thawing, which tended to partially 
decay both the peas and the vines. 
Feed in this condition then caused 
derangement of the stomach, a gas was 
formed by'the putrefied stuff*, bloating 
on&ued, the animals died and the con­ 
tinued fermentation after death in the 
internal viscera was of such oxtent as 
to send the blood out of the mouth 
and nose atter death. 


Dr. White was subsequently called 
to De Sot«, whero the city cows were 
dying in a similar manner. 
The his­ 
tory of tho cases show that the grocery- 
meu and restaurant keepers were .in 
tho habit of setting out all refuge 
matter, such as rotten potatoes, or­ 
anges, lemons, apples, etc., at their 
buck doors for the cows to ?at. 
The 


cows showed intestinal pain and would 
swell up aud dio in a few hours. 


The present season has, in many 
parts of tho couutry, been unusually 
humid, aud tho conditions havo been 
such as to bo peculiarly favorable to 
fermentation and putrefaction in foed- 
stulls exposed to tho weather. Special 
oaro should bo taken to avoid feeding 
anything that is in this dangerous 
condition.—Wisconsin Farmer. 


MARKETING FRUIT. 


A man who was engaged by a farmer 
as an assistant iu packing and shipping 
apples began his duties by preparing 
one barrel for a shipment. 


The iarmer had his methods and 
would not allow any one to interfere 
with them. 
No package of fruit wenb 
to market without his personal ex­ 
amination of it. 
Upon looking over 
the barrel ho found email, worm- 
eaten, knobby apples scattered about 
within a foot of the top. He criticised 
the packing, when the employe, with 
some spirit, said that ho had spent his 
lifo in the best apple-growing dis­ 
tricts in New York State, and that the 
farmers there always packed apples in 
that way. 
Ho was told that there was 
but one method used by his present 
boss, and that must bo strictly adhered 
to. 
This was, when apples wero 
marked as first-class, that no imperfect 
specimens should be found in the 
barrel. 


There are fruit shippers in the vi­ 
cinity of New York whose packages 
can always go to the consumer without 
being 
examined. 
Tho commission 
merchant knows that they are in every 
respect the best that can be put up, 
and that tho stamp of such shippers 
stands against all evidence. 


Fruit should be put up in three 
grades—the first without a blemish or 
spot, and of the largest size; the sec­ 
ond smaller, but quite as perfect; and 
tho third, the culls of the entire lot. 


There is nothing more valuable to 
the producer than a reputation for re­ 
liability, and the man who is known 
to put up good, honest fruit, while he 
may get no higher price than his 
neighbor who is loss careful, will sell 
his goods more rapidly. 


Apples should be packed closely 
and shaken down so that they will not 
settle during handling. 
The heads of 
tho barrel should be tightly pressed in 
and firrply secured. 
The Apple Ship­ 
pers’ Association has adopted as the 
sizo of barrels thoso of tho capac­ 
ity of an ordinary Hour barrel. 
This 
is 
seventeen 
and 
one- 
eighth 
inches 
in 
diameter 
of 
head 
and 
twenty-eight 
and 
a 
half inches in length of stave and of 
the regular bulge. 
Early and soft ap­ 
ples ought always to be packed in 
small parcels. 
Ten aud twenty pound 
baskets and bushel baskets are best 
tor fancygradesof summer andautumn 
apples. 
A couple of years ago there 
was a demand made for small pack­ 
ages of fine apples. 
Ordinarily, these 
are to be had only in full barrels, but 
half barrels were called for, and were 
packed to order. 


This season there has been a pack­ 
age provided for this trade. 
It is a 
wooden box, made of light, strong 
wood, and holds a buahel of apples. 
rihey will weigh very little, if any, 
more than the average barrcJ, holding 
tho same amount. 


It is useless to send apples to market 
unless one adopts a clearly defined 
system of packing and sorting. Thera 
is nothing about which consumers aro 
more touchy than fruit, and once ship 
a lot that shows evidence of a desire 
to fill in with poor stuff, and the s h a ­ 
per’s reputation is gone. 


Tho association gives tho following 
directions for sh ip p in g apples: 


“ Tho standurd barrels should bo 
used. 
The apples should bo handled 
carefully, the barrels well filled and 
the heads bo ¡Dressed in as firmly as 
possible without bruising the fruit, so 
that the contents can’t shake around. 
rlhe barrels should be well nailed, 
plainly stenciled with the name of the 
variety aud the name of tho shipper, 
or any mark that he may use to desig­ 
nate his goods. 
They aro then ready 
to be sout to any apple exporter, who 
will look after them and make returns 
attor they aro sold. 
Tho exporter 
will attend to all the details, see to 
putting the auples on board tho vessel, 
attend to insurance, freight, etc. 
He 
should bo notified by mail when a 
shipment is made to him. The expense 
of sending apples to the English mar­ 
kets is about SI per barrel, and it 
costs just as much to send a barrel of 
poor ones as ono of the choicest 
fruit.” 


New shippers will find it of great 
advantage to observe all the details of 
honest fruif and good conditions. 
There are reliable fruit growers in 
plenty who bliip to markets, and to 
some in competition with these one 
must set up a standard and live up to 
it.—New York Ledger.
